They have done the county a great serv­ 
ice, although aproxtmately 3,000 of 
the 
5,097 
voter* were registered in Decatur at the tem­ 
porary courthouse, presumably the vast majori­ 
ty having come from the first district where 60 
per cent of the county taxes is paid. 
What of this strength In Morgan county, what 
is this right of ballot going to 
bring 
about? 
Well, many things If kept before the powers in 
state offices, shown to those powers through a 
process of reasoning, through application of the 
strength of the vote in relation to bringing de­ 
velopment for Morgan county. 
In reality we have found the whiphandle, while 
unable to demand that our county Is given cer­ 
tain things, we would not demand at any rate, 
we can at least proudly boast that there are 
only a very few counties in the state of Alabama 
with the strength in voting legions we are happy 
to call our own. 
It is to our advantage that 
we use this whiphandle, foolhardiness that we 
overlook the opportunity. 
Years ago a highway was projected from De­ 
catur to Guntersville, going by way of Price- 
vllle, Somerville, Valhermoso, Lacey’* Spring, 
what may be termed one of the riches* and most 
substantial sections of the valuable county of 
Morgan. Struggles of the years have availed us 
nothing, Uie road only remains protected, not a 
sir^rle bit of work has been done by the state 
highway department on that roadway, one of the 
finest sections of North Alabama remains un- 
exploited as a result. 
Now, we find, it is thefT 
duty of Decatur to defend her own, that project 
must become more than a project, it must become 
a great highway, a standard highway, of regu­ 
lation width and we do not ask that the state 
highway commission count the cost. 
With that road promised by the Graves ad­ 
ministration, the $25,090,000 road bond issue for 
the state would receive a tremendous boost from 
among the voting legions of Morgan county, it 
should not be forgotten that approximately 3,000 
of the voters of the county were registered at 
the Decatur courthouse and that it is presumed
